range of 6.68 to 7.46 percent. 
Mike Pope, Clarke’s Director 
of Financial Aid, said it is nice 
to see the government lower the 
interest rate for students. If a 
current undergraduate were to 
graduate from Clarke with a 
$15,600 loan, he or she would 
now be able to save $800 on the 
life repayment of the loan. The 
new rate is not applicable to stu- 
dents who have already gradu-

ated from Clarke or any other 
college. 

How do graduates know 
what kind of interest rate they 
will have to pay back? The in- 
terest rate for borrowers will be 
the rate on 91-day Treasury bills 
plus 1.7 percentage points while 
the student is in college, and the 
Treasury bill rate plus 2.3 per- 
centage points after the student 
graduates and begins repaying 
the loan, according to the new 
bill.
